official figures specially furnished the 
U. S. consulate at Edmonton the to- 
tal number of Americans that have 
taken up residence in the province of 
Alberta since 1905, including five 
months of the fiscal year 1918-19, 
reaches 275,093. In 1905 the province 
of Alberta was organized, and statis- 
tical information has been kept since 
that date of the immigration into the 
three provinces -- Manitoba, Sas- 
katechewan and Alberta. Saskatchewan 
ranks second with 226,330 immigrants, 
and Manitoba third, with only 78,788. 
The largest immigration into Atberta 
from the United States came in 1909- 
10, and numbered 34,663; the smallest

Regina, Sask. — Amid the environ-

War Saving Certificates were first 
placed on sale in Great Britain on 
February 22, 1916.

287,030,200 Certificates were sold.

As the financial year does not end 
until March 31, it is quite probable 
that the sales during the present 
fiscal year will exceed those of last} 
by over 40 per cent. That the sale 
of Certificates is continuing strong | 
may be seen in the fact that for the 
week ending January 11, 1919, sales | 
brought in $11,500,000; while for 
that ending January 18 they were a- 
bout 817,000,000. 

It should be borne in mind that} 


while these millions of War Saving 
Certifieates were being sold, the sale 
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of;National War Bonds reached the 


huge total of $8,226,688,670. The 


sale of these bonds began on October 
171917, and ended on January 18, 
1919, which means that during the 
68 weeks of the issue the average 
weekly sales amounted to $120,000, 
000. 

At first the sale of War Savings 
Certificates was attended with dis- 
appointing results, possibly because 
it was hedged about by cumbersome 
restrictions. It was not until these 
were removed in June of 1916 that 
appreciable results were secured. 
Even though the War feeling hs 
subsided the sale of Certificates con- 
tinues to be very brisk, 3,428,191 
having been sold during the week 
ending January 18, which average. 
if maintained, would double the sales 
for 1917.

SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTH- 
WEST LAND REGULATIONS, 


"THE sole head of a family, or any 

male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter section of available Do- 
minion landin Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
or Alberta. Applicant must Appear in 
person at the Dominion Lands Agency 
or Sub-Agency for the District. Entry 
k proxy may be made at any Dominion 


Lands Agency (but not Sub-Agency), on 
certain conditions, : 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of * 
three years, A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead ona 
farm of at least 80 acres, on certain con- 
ditions. A habitable house ig required 
except where residence is performed in 
the vicinity. 

Live stock may be substituted for cule 
tivation under certain conditions. 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter- 
section alongside his homestead, Prive 
$3 per acre, 

Duties—Six months residence in each 
of three years after earning homestead 
patent; also 50 acres extra cultivation 
Pre-emption patent may be 
soon as homestead patent, 
conditions. 

A settler who has exhausted hishome- 
stead right may take a purchased ait 
stead in certain districts, Prioe BSH ov 
per acre. Duties—Must reside at 
months in each of three yeurs, enluy hy 
AO acres and erect a house Worth $300, My
